WASHINGTON — (/P) — 


An administration plan to ad- 
vance 10 cents per pound on 
this year's cotton crop to 
farmers who will conform to 
next years acreage reduction 
program was predicted Friday 
by Senator Bankhead after a 
call at the White House. 


After conferring 
with 
President 


Roosevelt and Secretary Wallace and 
George Peek, agricultural adminis- 
trator, Bankhead ;;aid the plan would 
be worked out as quickly as possible. 


Wallace and Peck left the White 


House to confer with financial agents 
of the government with the obvious 
intent of putting the plan into early 
operation. 


Bankhead is the spokesman of the 


Cotton States representatives who re- 
cently gathered here. 


The cotton belt slates first proposed 


that the government purchase half 
of this year's crop still held by pro- 
ducers—about 
5,000.00(7 
bales—at 15 


cents a pound, with the understanding 
that for every bale purchased by the 
government the producers 
will cut 


next year's crop that much.

Although there was no official state- j 


ment from the company, comment in 
automotive; circles generally was that ' 
the company is revising its working 
schedules so that employes will work 
61 hours every two weeks, averaging 
32 hours a wrc-k. The NRA automotive 
code provides for a 35-hour 
work 


week, and u minimum pay of 43 
cents an hour. 


The Ford scale at present is 50 


cents an hour for the lowest paid em- 
ployes.

John Simmons, 21-year-old 


Patmos boy, was held in the 
Lewisville jail Friday, a con- 
fessed robber, officers say, to 
the hold of of the First Na- 
tional bank at Lewisville Mon- 
day noon it which three ban- 
dits looted the institution of 
approximately $800. 


Simmons is reported to have made 


two confessions, the first as having 
been the driver of the bandit car, and 
later to have admitted his part in the 
robbery, giving additional details to 
officers. 


Simmons was captured by Sheriff R. 


H. Duty, Deputy Crycr, Constable D. 
K. Jackson and 
Deputy 
Constable 


Henry Jones a few miles north of 
Lewisville. He was concealed under 
the turtle shell of a Ford roadster 
and was said to have been attempting 
a trip from Patmos to Texarkana. 


Three other suspects have been ar- 


rested in the robbery. They were tak- 
en to Lewisville Thursday afternoon 
for identification. Sheriff Duty told 
The Star over telephone Friday morn- 
ing that bank officials were not pos- 
itive as to whether any of.the three 
are actual •participants in the hold up. 


First Successful Step 


Arrest of Simmons, it appeared Fri- 


day, marks the first successful step 
of officers in their investigation of 
the daylight bank raid. 


Sheriff Duty said none of the money 


had been recovered. He said none 
of the loot was found on Simmons 
when arrested. 
He further 
stated 


that Simmons had told him ho had 
been unable to make contact with the 
other bandits since the robbery Mon- 
day noon. 


Sheriff Duty stated that Simmons 


admitted driving the car used in the 
bank robbery to the home of Dave 
Plumley, about four miles east of 
Patmos, where the car was abandoned. 
He said the two men with him in the 
car were left in the woods of the Big 
Bodcaw creek bottoms. 


Officers appeared confident that de- 


velopments within the next 24 hours 
would bring additional arrests, al- 
though they refused to divulge their 
intended moves. 


Bank Robbed Monday 


The bank was robbed Monday noon 


by three bandits. Two entered the 
bank, one of whom was masked, com- 
mandeered three employes to lie on 
the floor and looted the cash drawers. 
One of the bandit;; attempted to force 
D. W. Gladncy, cashier, to open the 
vault, which ha da time lock on it 
and could not bo opened. 


They escaped in a car which of- 


ficers say war, driven by John Sim- 
mons'. 


Sheriff Duty said Friday that no 


date has brcn sol for ;i hearing for 
Simmons. In the meantime he will 
be held in jail, the Lafayette county 
sheriff said.

"Legionnaires have always been un- 


selfish in making requests from con- 
gress, as a matter of personal patriot- 
ism for the nh tionwrohthc if 
ism for the nation for which they 
fought in 1917 and 1918," Dr. J. L. 
Kosminsky, Texarkana physician, told 
a large crowd in the courthouse at 
Washington Thursday night. The occa- 
sion was the first of a series of out- 
post meetings of the Hempstead coun- 
ty unit of American Legion. 


The second outpost meeting will be 


held at Spring Hill Thursday night, 
October 5th. 


At the Washington meeting Dr. Kos- 


minsky told Legionnaires, their wives 
and invited guests, that congressmen 
and other politicians were alone re- 
sponsible for a universal hospitaliza- 
tion bill passed by congress some 
years ago. Through the bill any for- 
mer service man could get free hos- 
pital treatment for almost any illness, 
and once-a-month compensation for 
any personal injury. 


Legislation Recalled 


"The American Legion never re- 


quested this legislation," Dr. 
Kos- 


minsky said. "It has made many re- 
quests, and secured much beneficial 
legislation for those who will never 
recover from war-time service those 
who gave their lives and the depend- 
ents of both groups. Much additional 
legislation is also needed. But when 
the National Economy League and 
their wealthy membership attempts to 
damage this relief program then 1 
am reminded of the time they made 
millions 
while we 
were 
in 
the 


trenches. And I think the govern- 
ment can do nothing too good for for- 
mer service men," he said. Dr. Kos- 
minsky stirred his hearers with a short 
talk. He is former state commander 
of the Legion, and is now president 
of the Arkansas Medical Society. 


Finis Johnson expressed the appre- 


ciation of former service men 
of 


Washington to Dr. Kosminsky in con- 
senting to address the meeting. There 
were legionnaires from Hope, and var- 
ious other points in the county.

ed in him. He counts. He is decidedly 
somebody. 


"But this other way he doesn't seem 


o belong anywhere. No one seems to

So much 
ussing, so much changing, just one of 
50, like so many little lambs going 
places that don't mean anything much 
to them."

Older ChiltUciL Like Change 


In any case, I wonder if they are 
• 


-apable of this quick transition? Un- 
der the system do they have the hap- 
py comfortable feeling of little chicks 
under a mother's wing, or are they 
nore like incubator peeps unattached 
and almost communistic? 


With children a little older it is 


different. They like the change of 
josition and'the interest of having dif- 
'erent teachers. They seem to get 
along very well. They are further 
iway from babyhood. 


My impression of a good first grade 


teacher has always been one who has 
a good bit of mother about her. And 
this friend of mine says it's hers, too. 
And she knows if any one does. 


Maybe it is good for them to be so 


suddenly thrown on their own re- 
sponsibility. The new idea stresses) 
self-reliance. But with a certain type 
of child isn't there danger of his learn- 
ing to hate school forever?

New Sideline Rule 
Is Most Important 


Football Placing Cod« I* 
Changed—Reduce Pen- 


alty for Clipping 


NEW YORK-(/p)-The most im- 


portnnt change in the football playing 
code for this season easily is the new 
rule by which the bull is moved in 
10 yards from the sideline every time 
it is downed closed than that to the 
boundary, in the opinion of Bill Lnnf- 
t'ord, .secretary of the rules commit- 
tee. 


"It has been apparent for sevearl 


years that the width 
of the playing 


field—ICC feet—was not sufficient to 
permit the full strategical 
values 


which the rules contemplate," Lang- 
lord said. 


Will Popularize Laterals 


"Heretofore 
only when the bull 


went out of bounds over the sideline 
was it brought in, the distance then 
being 15 yards, whereas a ball which 
became dead near a sideline was put 
in play from that spot. That almost 
invariably meant the loss of the suc- 
ceeding down. A gain was practical- 
ly impossible and the team with the 
ball deliberately ran it out of bounds 
in order to gain leeway for succeeding 
plays," 


The new rule, Langford believes, 


will have the effect- of popularizing 
the lateral pass and thereby open up 
the defense, which has been increas- 
ingly difficult to pierce near the goal 
line. 


"Lateral passing has been on a con- 


stricted scale." he said. "Largely be- 
cause of the fear the ball would be 
downed close to the sideline. Because 
most of our bowls are surrounded 
with concrete and 
steel 
stands it 


would have been impracticable to in- 
crease (lie nlteral dimention of the 
playing field, but this change will have 
the same result." 


Reduce Penalty For Clipping 


The only other change of importance 


in the code is the broadening of the 
definition of 'clipping,' so that block- 
ing by running or diving into the back 
of a player who is not currying the 
ball now constitutes a foul. 


The penalty for clipping was re- 


duced to 15 yards from the point of 
the foul, in the belief that officials 
will be less hesitant in calling fouls 
than with the former heavy penalty 
of 25 yards.

From the Old Testament stories of 


national development and struggle in 
Israel, we make a long journey to 
study the life of the apostle Paul. But 
though the journey is long in time 
and brings us into a larger world, the 
essential problems are much the same. 
In this great missionary apostle of the 
early church we have an opportuni- 


ty to study the fruition of nil (hat 
was great in the courage and faith of 
Israel. 


The world had changed In the cen- 


turies that had elapsed. Tire Jews 
themselves 
hnd 
become 
dispersed 


throughout the world, and from an 
nren left to the struggles of tribes 
and minor kingdoms the land of Pal- 
estine, after having been long pawn in 
the gome of contending empires, had 
now become «n important political 
and commercial factor, n link between 
Enst and West in a unified world un- 
der the domination of Imperial Rome. 


The glory of Persia and of Greece 


had risen and departed, and Rome 
with its iron hand had attained the 
zenith of its power. The field was 
ripe for world vision and a world 
movement in religion, and Saul of 


Tarsus, soon to became trie Christian 
Puiil, WM the man «f destiny born to 
serve the age. 


Our studies begin with Saul in his 


native Tarsus. By piecing together 
various sections et the Acts and Epis- 
tles, we have brought before us n 
rather vivW and fairly adequate pic- 
ture of Paul's early life. He was a 
Jew of Tarstis, brought up in the strict 
Pharisaism of a devout Jewish home, 
but a Roman citizen in an age when 
that possession was limited and high- 
ly prized, and evidently a man whoss 
family was of some substance. 


That Paul should have been a tent 


maker and brought up to serve a 
trade was not unusual. It was the 
distinctive quality of Jewish teaching 
and custom to instil habits of industry 
and to attach proper honor to all la- 


bor. It was also n Jewish quality to 
lay great stress upon education, and 
Paul's parents had seen to it that he 
had been well schooled. He had been 
sent even to distant Jerusalem that 
he might have the benefits of sitting 
under the great teacher Gamaliel. 


The result bf all this background of 


early environment and training is that 
when Paul appears in our scene wo 
hove a man of intense convictions 
whose pride in his Roman citizenship 
and whose admiration for a great em- 
pire, in which he sees an instrument 
of puace nnd of justice, do not inter- 
fere with the intensity of his loyalty 
to his own race and his own religion. 


Aftr • a long period of terrible per- 


secuti ' the Jews under the Roman 
Empii 
had found n measure of free- 


dom. 
. was entirely consistent with 


the exercise of Paul's religion that ho 
should admire the system that had 
brought comparative peace and liber- 
ty to the Jews and that had TMMle 
possible llio colonization of the Jews 
in various parts of the empire. 


But living in paga nand licentious 


surroundings Paul hart made no cam- 
promise with the evil of the ancient 
world. He was, us he described him- 
self, "a Hebrew of the Hebrews," « 
man of strict nnd devout practice, well 
disciplined in what he conceived «o 
be right, and so strong of will that 
even after he hnd come to see the 
error of his life and to call himself 
"the chief of sinners," he could, none 
the less, look back upon his post 
cecr with (he declaration that he 
lived in all good conscience, strl 
always to do the right as ho saw it.

nets to Come Before 
Annual Convention 


CHICAGO—(#>)—A four-point com- 


promise plan for veterans' disability 
compensation promises to be the most 
vital business to come before the 
American Legion's 15th annual con- 
vention here October 2 to 5. 


Aceptance of this proposal, charact- 


erized as a compromise between vet- 
erans' demands and taxpayers' abil- 
ity to pay, is considered assured. Al- 
ready it has been approved by more 
than two dozen state legion conven- 
tions. 


With the world's fair as an extra at- 


traction, about 250,000 legionnaires and 
their families are expected for the 
"lour-in-one" Chicago conclavt—the 
other branches being the legion aux- 
iliary, the "40 and 8" (hommes et 
chevaux) and its auxiliary, the fac- 
etiously-named "8 and 40" (femmes et 
chapeaux). 


Roosevelt May Speak 


An address by President Roosevelt 


will be the high-point of the four- 
day program of the convention prop- 
er—if the chief executive is able to 
make the trip here. 


Authorship of the compromise com- 


pensation plan is expected to make 
election of Ed Hayes of Decature, 111., 
to the national commanderships mere 
formality, says Phil Collins, execu- 
tive vice president of the national 
convention committee. 


Hayes had been "in line" for the 


post, even before he drafted the plan 
which has men with widespread favor 
among legion posts. 


The points of the Hayes plan are: 
1. That a man disabled in actual 


service and awarded 
compensation 


shall not have it reduced below the 
figure that prevailed prior to the 
economy act of last March unless de- 
cided improvement in his condition 
to warrants. 


2. That wTlen a man's disability has 


once been declared to be service-con- 
nected, his case may ont be subject 
to review except in case of palpable 
error or fraud. 


3. That a veteran of any United 


States war be entitled to hospitaliza- 
tion for .any disability, service-con- 
nected or otherwise, if he is unable to 
pay for it. (This to provide govern- 
mental instead of charitable care for 
those who have served their country 
in war.) 


4. That compensation rights given 


to widows and orphans be not re- 
duced. 


Support of NRA Expected 


The stand the convention is virtual- 


ly certain to take on two other mat- 
ters has been forecast by officers, chief 
of which is National Commander Louis 
Johnson's statement that the legion is 
preparing to back to the utmost Pres- 
ident Roosevel's'N. R. A. plan. 


Col. William Matheny, national de- 


fense oficer of the Illinois organiza- 
tion, predicts the legion will stand be- 
hind Secretary 
Swanson's recom- 


mendation for building the navy to 
London treaty strength and will fur- 
ther urge bringing the army to great- 
er peace-time strength with emphasis 
on bringing equipment, particularly 
airplanes, up to date. 


The convention's big parade Oc- 


tober 3—from 10 in the morning to 7 
at night—is expected to find 138,000 
persons in uniform, 16 abreast, march- 
ing from the site of Fort Dearborn, 
the Michigan avenue bridge, down 
the boulevard, through Grant park 
into Soldier field stadium. 


A post of honor in the stadium re- 


viewing stand will be occupied by 
Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur, chief of 


staff of the army. 


National championships in individ- 


ual drum and bugle playing, in drum 
and bugle corps and bands, and in 
platoon drilling, will 
hold an im- 


portant place on the convention pro- 
gram, as usual. About 450 bugle corps 
and 60 bands are expected, though 
only about 100 of the corps will com- 
plete.

Vetch Helps Soil 


Endure Drought 


Farmers May Order Seed 


From Stanley, Emer- 


gency Agriculturist 


By planting 20 pounds per acre of 


inoculated vetch seed in September or 
October the farmer can have a good 
growth of green manure on his land 
ready to plow under about the middle 
of April. 


This green vetch will rot rapidly 


and a crop of corn can be planted two 
weeks after turning. The seed and 
inoculation will cost about $3 per acre, 
and an increase of 15 bushels per acre 
may be expected from the following 
corn crop. There will also be a ben- 
efit to whatever crop is grown on this 
land the following year. . 


A crop of vetch turned under as 


son in the spring as it has made a 
far growth will add to the soil the 
equivalent of from 300 to 600 pounds 
of nitrate of soda and also add or- 
ganic matter or humus to the soil. 
This amount of nitrogen is all that 
could be used by a following crop of 
corn or cotton. 


The organic matter added to the soil 


by a crop of vetch plowed under will 
be especially valuable to a following 
corn crop in case of drouth, which is 
amost certain to come at some stage 
in the corn crop's, growth. A soil that 
is well supplied with organic matter 
can absorb rain water quickly which 
reduces the run off of a heavy rain. 
Organic matter in the soil will also 
enable the soil to hold a much larger 
amount of water. 


Poor supplies of water and nitrogen 


in the soil are the chief causes of low 
corn yields. Both of these are sup- 
plied by plowing under a crop of 
vetch about April 15. This is the rea- 
son why the yield of corn following a 
fair growth of vetch is increased on 
the average of about 15 bushels per 
acre) provided the vetch is plowed 
under before it is too late.

Speeding It Up 


A glance at the new football guide 


reveals only one radical change in the 
rules—and that ought to be good news 
for the followers of the game who 
from year to year recently 
found 


themselves asking what this or that 
play was all about. 


The change is that relating to a ball 


which becomes dead within 10 yards of 
a sideline. When this occurs, or when 
the ball goes out of bounds over a

sideline, "it shall be put in play at a 
spot 10 yards from that sideline and on 
a line drawn at right angles to the 


sideline through the point where the 
hail became dead." 


Fosters Offense 


The new regulation should open up 


play along the sideline and eliminate 
the pulling and tugging formerly in 
wide use as an effort to push the ball 
carrier outside. 
Besides it should 


make sideline play safer and give the 
quarterbnck a better chance to display 
his field generalship. 


The old custom of 
automatically 


fasting a first down, deliberately car- 
rying the ball outside so that it could 
be brought in from the sideline, is thus 
ended. This practice slowed up the 
game considerably, and was a foolish 
and useless gesture. The new rule 
should speed up the game nnd con- 
tribute to offensive power. 


The old rule against clipping was 


amplified to make it illegal for a 
player to run into the hack of an op- 
ponent not carrying the ball. Mnny in- 
juries resulted from the old practice 
of players throwing their bodies across 
the back of the legs of opponents who 
were not even in the play. 


Penalty Cut Down 


The penalty against clipping has 


been reduced from 25 yards to 15 
yards, the idea being to bring about 
stricter enforcement. 
Officials hesi- 


tated to invoke the 25-yard penalty as 
being too strict. 


The drastic rules changes put into 


force last year after more than 50 
fatal accidents had occurred in 1931 
seem to have brought about greater 
safety to the player. There was a tre- 
mendous reduction last year in in- 
juries attributed to flying 
blocking 


and tackling as well as on kick-offs, 
the latter being governed by the regu- 
lation against the flying wedge. A 
report showed a 97 per cent decrease 
ni injuries from flying tackles.

God's carriage down golden streets and 
the earth's disinherited enter their 
kingdom beyond the sky. 


This conviction remains when the 


war comes. The slaves never quite be- 
lieve that the men in blue are going 
to free them. Freedom is a dream, 
the substance of things not seen. It. 
can't come on this earth. The old 
plnntation life is broken up; that the 
freedom which follows northern tri- 
umph is only a mrfckcry docs not sur- 
prise these negroes. Their deepest be- 
lief is that to find their lives they 
must lose them. ,
